3. In the UCO Bank (Officers’ Service Regulations, 1979 
Regulation 20 relating to termination of service shall he amen- 
ded to read as under : - 

20(1) (a) Subject to sub-regulation 3 of regulation 16, 
where the Bank is satisfied that Ihe performance 
of an officer is unsatisfactory or inadequate or 
there is n bonafied suspicion about his integrity 
or his retention in the Bank’s service would be 
prejudicial to the interests of the Bank, and where 
it is not possible or expedient to proceed against 
him as per the disciplinary procedure, the Bank 
may terminate his services on giving him three 
months notice or emoluments in lieu thereof in 
accordance with the guide lines issued by the 
Government from time to time, 

(b) Order of termination under this sub-regulation 
shall not be made unless such officer has been 
given a reasonable apportunity of making a rep¬ 
resentation to Ihe Bank against the prouosed 
order. 

(c) The decision to terminate the services of an offi¬ 
cer employee under sub-regulation (a) bbove 
will be taken only by the Chairman and Manag¬ 
ing Director. 

I d) The officer employee shall be entitled to appeal 
against any order passed under 3ub-regulation 
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fa) above by preferring an appeal with in 
15 days to the Board of Directors of the Bank. 
If the appeal is allowed, the order undci suh- 
regulation Ca) shall stand cancelled, 

(e) Where an officer employee whose services have 
been terminated and who has been paid an 
amount of three months emoluments in lieu of 
notice and on appeal his termination is cancelled 
the amount paid to him in lieu of notice shall 
be adjusted against the salary that he would 
earned, has his services not been terminated and 
he shall continue in the Bank’s employment on 
same terms and conditions as if the order of 
termination had not been passed at all. 

(f) An officer employee whose services are termina¬ 
ted under sub-regulation (a) above shall be pahl 
Gratuity. Provident Fund including employer’s 
contribution and all other dues that may be ad 
missible to him as per rules not withstanding the 
years of service rendered, 

(g) Nolhing contained herein above will affect the 
Bank's right to retire an officer employee under 
Regulation 19(1"). 

(21 An officer shall not leave or discontinue his service 
in the Bank without first giving a notice in writing 
of his intention to leave or discontinue his service 
or resign. The period of notice required shall be 
3 months and shall be submitted to the Competent 
Authority as pi escribed in these regulations. 

Provided further that (he competent authority 
may reduce the period of 3 mouths or remit the 
requirement of notice. 

(3)(i) An officer against whom disciplinary proceedings arc 
pending shall not leave/discontinuc or resign from 
his service in the bank without the prior- 

approval in writing of competent authority 

and any notice or resignation given by such 
an officer before or during the disciplinary 

proceedings shall not lake effect unless it is 
accepted by the Competent Authority. 

(ii) Discilinary proceeding shall be deemed to be pending 
against any employee for the purpose of this regula¬ 
tion if he has been placed under suspension or any 
notice has been issued to him to show cause why 
disciplinary proceedings shall not be instituted against 
him and will be deemed to be pending until final 
order are passed by the Competent Authority. 

(iii) The officer against whom disciplinary proceedings 
have been initiated will cease to be in service on the 
date of superannuation but the disciplinary proceed¬ 
ings will continue as if he was in service until 
the proceedings are concluded and final order is 
passed in respect thereof. The concerned officer 
will not receive any pay and/or allowance after 
the date of superannuation, He will also not be 
entitled for the payment of retirement benefits till 
the proceedings are completed and final order is 
passed thereon except his own contributions to CPF.

1. Introduction 

1.1 Visva-Bharati, University, founded by Rabindranath 
Tagore, in December 1921 and located at Santiniketan, was 
registered as a society in May 1922 under societies’ Registra¬ 
tion Act. 1860. The Society was converted into a Central 
Un'versity pursuant to the provisions of the Visva-Bharati Act, 
1951. 


1.2 The University offers courses and research programmes 
in different streams. It has also a school system offering 
teaching programmes at nursery, Secondary and Higher Secon¬ 
dary levels. Besides regular teaching and research pro¬ 
grammes, the University carries out Extension Education and 
Rural Development programmes. 

1.3 The main source of revenue of the University is the 
grants received from Governments, both Central and State, 
also grants from other bodies like Indian Council of Agiicnl- 
tural Research, Council of Scientific and Industrial Research 
etc. for specific purposes. The University has been receiving

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4.2 The University received specific purpose grants from 
different sponsoring authorities like University Grants Com¬ 
mission, Government of India, State Governments, Indian 
Council of Agricultural Research,' Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research etc. on 157 specific schemes, the Univer¬ 
sity spent Rs. 131.14 lakhs in excess of giants received while 
on 175 schemes there were unspent balances amounting to 
Rs. 92.04 lakhs. Thus there was diversion of funds between 
specific schemes. 

4.3 For development schemes, the University normally re¬ 
ceived grants in the shape of reimbursement on the basis of 
the progress report of expenditure submitted from time to 
time, Since the University had no separate funds to meet 
such initial expenditure, if had to divert money from on- 
account grants in order to keep up the progress of develop¬ 
ment schemes. Such diversion was also made in respect of 
schemes for which expenditure was incurred in anticipation of 
receipts of grants or in excess of grants received. All the 
receipts of the University were deposited in the common 


current bank account and expenditure on approved items was 
met from the available funds so deposited with the bank. 

5. Plan Pioiinmimes 

University Grants Commiss : on approved (July 1987) an 
outlay of Rs. 107.83 lakhs on spill over schemes of previous 
plans and a further outlay of Rs. 438.20 lakhs on new 
schemes for execution of development programmes by the 
Umvctsily dining the Seventh Five Year Plan. The University 
Grants Commission, released a sum of Rs. 293,98 lakhs (Rs. 
89.91 lakhs as 6th Plan spill over and Rs. 208.98 lakhs as 
new schemes of 7th plan) upto the end of 1990-91. The 
University spent Rs. 86.11 lakhs and Rs. 284.54 lakhs on 
spill over items of previous plans and new schemes of seventh 
plan respectively upto the end of 1990-91. 

It would be seen from the table given below that while 
there was a saving of Rs. 3.80 lakhs under the spill over 
schemes i.C 6th plan Rs. 75.56 lakhs were spent in excess 
ontre new scheme of 7th plan over the rccicpts.

6. Comments on accounts 

6.1 Balance Sheet ( Santiniketan ) 

6.1.1 Block Assets—Ks. 894,45 lakhs. 

The assets register maintained by different units of the 
University did not indicate the progressive value of each item 
of .. sets and hence the uccuracy of the figures reflected in the 
accounts could not be ensured, Further the discrepancies 
between the value as shown in the assets register and as in 
the accounts in respect of land and buildings pointed out in 
the Audit Report of 1989-90 persisted even though the Uni¬ 
versity had agreed to reconcile these in the accounts of 
1990-91, 


6 1.2 Depreciation of Assets 

Depreciation at variable percentage rates on the value of 
“Block Assets” was being charged the University direcetly in 
tho Balance Sheet by per contra reduction of “Block value” 
Liability) in each year. In Santiniketan -account a sum of 
Rs. 115.20 lakhs was reduced from the total value of assets 
as depicciation during last 9 (nine) years as detailed below ;

In respect of non-commercial educational institution like 
Visva-Bharati whose ependiture was being met mainly out of 
the grants received from the government, charging of depre¬ 
ciation is irregular since all capital assets whether new or in 
replacement of old ones are being created out of government 
grants on sanctioned items. 
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6.1.3 Sundry Advancer — Rs. 19.14 lakhs. 

The University advanced money to staff, suppliers and con¬ 
tractors towards purchase of stores, equipments for construc¬ 
tion works and research schemes, The University introduced 
the procedure of debiting advances on purchases to final head 
of accounts from the year 1984-85. Debiting advances to 
final head of account befoie receipt of materials and entering 
the same in the accession register stock Register was irregular 
as there remained no scope for watching the receipt of such 
materials subsequently through accounts. Yeunvise figures

The progress of adjustment during the year was not 
substantial. 

The University stated (November 1991) that the advance 
against purchase of materials to final head of account are 
watched through the advance register.

Total fund balance under Revolving Fund for Houso Build¬ 
ing Advance as on 31 March, 1991 was Rs, 123.90 lakh* as 
reflected in the liability side of the Balance Sheet. Corres¬

There was a shortfall of assets of Rs. 32.28 lakhs against the 
liability of the revolving fund. The shortfall was due to the 
fact that recoveries from House Building loan from concern¬ 
ed staff was deposited to bank account and part of this fund 
was utilised to meet revenue expenditure of the Univers'ty. 
Utilisation of the fund for purpose other than the purpose for 
which it was created was irregular. 

6.1.5 Sundry Deposits~-Rs. 260.75 lakhs 

The total amount of deposits lying unsettled in the Santi- 
niketan account at the end of 1990-91 was Rs. 260.75 lakhs.

6.3 Outstanding dues (Silpa Sadanct) — Rs. 16.67 lakhs 

The amount of dues outstanding in the Silpa Sadana 
Accounts at the end of 1990-91 was Rs. 16.67 lakhs. Most 
of tho amounts were lying unrealised from various departments 
of the University. No reasons for outstanding dues as well 
as year-wise break up of the total outstanding dues could be 
furnished to Audit. 

6.4 Liability .side of Pall! Sangathana Vibhag — Balance 
Sheet—Advance ( Cr. balance) — Rs. 6,15 lakhs 

The Balance sheet of Falli Sangathana Vibhag showed u 
credit balance of advances of Rs. 6.15 lakhs in its Liability 
side. Those advances were received from the Central Office 
(Rs. 3.32 lakhs) and Karma Sachiva Offico (Rs. 2.83 lakhs) 
of the University and were lying unadjusted for a long time. 
Information regarding dates and purpose of advances could 
not bo furnished to Audit. 

7. Annual Physical Verification 

7.1 Stores and stock of different Units 

Mention was made iri earlier Audit Reports that according 
to decision of the Karma Samity (Executive Council) the 
annual physical verification of stores and stock of different 
dcparlments, hostels, centres etc. of the University was re¬ 
quired to be taken up after 31 March and complet'd by 30 
April relating to previous year. 

The University had 79 units where physical verification. Was 
required to he completed. As against this, the physical veri¬ 
fication was actually conducted in respect of 33 units in 19,84- 
85, 32 units in 1985-86, 30 units in ench of the years 1986-87 
and 27 units during 1988-89, Number of units where physical 
verification was' conducted during 1989-90 and 1990-91 had 
not been made known to Audit. 

7.2 Physical Verification of Library books 

The General Financial Rules and aho the directives of the 
University Grants Commission prov’de that the physical veri¬ 
fication of books in the library should bo done in such a way 
that all the hooks in the library are verified in a cycle of 5 
years. 

The total number of books in central library was found to 
be 3,15,957 as on 31 March, 1991 of which 1.46,675 books 
were verified (during 1981-82 to 1990-91) upto the end of lho 
year 1990-9 T including 16,181 books verified in 1990-91. 
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Out of 11 (eleven) sectional libraries and 16 seminar was conducted during 1990-H and the position as furnished

8. Other topics of interest 


8.1 Non-receipt of documentation materials valuing Rs. 0 60 

lakh 

A firm was entrusted in September, 1984 with the work of 
documentation of some museum objtc.s of Kala Bhavana at 
a total cost of Rs. 0.60 lakhs. Payment of the whole amount 
was made in three instalments during 1984-85. In December, 
1990 it was indicated by the Principal, Kala Bhavana that the 
materials had not been received by the University. The fact 
of non-receipt of the materials was? also confirmed by the 
Institution’s Board, in January 1990. Further developments in 
the matter were not made available to Audit. 

8.2 Loss of museum holdingsat Nandan Museum, Kala 

Bhavana 

Nandan Museum at Kala Bhavana contains several precious 
holdings. Though the physical verification of the holdings 
had been taken up in June. 1989 the work was abandoned in 
November 1990 for shortage of manpower as stated by the 
University. The Accession Register was also not prep rly 
maintained. In absence of complete physical verification of 
assets, the existence of all the holdings could not be ascer¬ 
tain ed. However, in August, 1990 it was reported to the 
Bolpur Police Station that some museum holdings as detailed 
below had been last.

The result of the police invesigation is still awaited 
(September 1991). 
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8.3 Non-introduction of Computer Course 

Pursuant to a proposal of the University for introduction of 
Post graduate Diploma course in Computer Science and 
Application, Government of India Department of Electronics, 
sanctioned grant of Rs. 1.50 lakhs in March 1969. Out of 
the sanctioned amount, Rs, 1.00 lakh was paid in April 1989. 
The University Grants Commission also sanctioned Rs. 0.20 
lakh in January, 1990, But the course could not be intro¬ 
duced till the academic year 1991-92 for want of hostel 
accommodation for the students. Thus the grant of Rs. 1.00 
lakh remained unutilised for lack of proper planning. 

5.4 Non-maintenance of separate account* for Rabindxa 
Rachanavnll 

The Publishing Department of the University took up a 
icheme in April 1986 for publishing Rabindra Rochanavall in 
15 volume* (50,000 copies each). The copies were to be 
listrlbuted among the subscribers. The rate of subscription 
wm fixed at Rs. 800.00 per subscriber. Out of 15 volumes 
13 valumes have been printed till March 1991. The Accounts 
if the Publishing Department disclosed that out of the total 
lubscription of Rs. 299.00 lakhs an amount of Rs. 274.00 
akhs had been spent towards the cost of publication. The 
Department, however, did not maintain any separate account* 
and other records viz. stock Register, subscriber-wise record 
rtc. for the scheme. Thus the financial result of the scheme 
;ould not be examined
